The Alabama Aeronautics 
Commission has authorized an- 
other grant of $7,500 for the 
Elda municipal airport to as-

south strip, it was announced 
by Asa Rountree, Jr., State Di- 
rector of Aeronautics, at Mont- 
gomery. 

Five grants, tataling $25,075, 
haye now been provicea E.ba 
by the Alabama Departmen: oi 
Aeronautics, The four previous 
grants assisted the pw'chase of 
land, construction of the air- 
port, instalation of runway 
and power line relocations, 

These granis came fram gas 
tax revenue and were not a 
burden on the genbral taxpay- 
er. Had it not been for the a- 
Viation gas tax these grants 
would not have been possible, 
as the aviation gas tax is the 
only source of funds for state 
airport projects. The develop- 
ment of an adequate state- 
wide system of airports for Ala- 
bama is largely dependent on 
the gas tax. 

Grants and refunds from the 
aviation gas tax now amount 
to $1,566,000. Grants have been 
made for 83 projects on air- 
ports serving 51 cities and have 
assisted with airport constryct- 

ion costing over $6,000,000.

“FARM BLOC” TO 
JUST FADE OUT 


Huntsville— “The farm bloc,” 
Jong a potent force in Ameri- 
tan polities, will be an “oddity 
of the past, referred to only 
in history books” 25 years 
from now, according to Austin 
Hiplinger,, executive editor of 
the Kiplinger Washington Let- 
ter, 

“There will be no such thing 
s the “farm states’ in Ameri- 
can politics by 1982,” the 
Washington editor told an au- 
cience of southern business- 
men here tonight. “The agri- 
cultural states will become in- 
creasingly industralized. This 
has already begun. Last year, 
ior example, farm families re-

We will see few- 
er of those classic legislative 
and political struggles between 
agricultural and industrial in- 
terests,” the Washington editor 
said.

Andalusia Groundbreaking 
eremonies, formally “kicking 
fi” the start of construction 


work on the multi-million dol- 
lar expansion o1 the Alabama 


Electric Cooperative’s MeWil- 
liams Power Plant, were held 


on Friday afternoon 
at the plant site at Gantt. 

Spading the first shovel of 
dirt with a “eold-plated” sho- 
vel, was M. A. McWilliams, pre- 
sident of the Cooperative, and 
the man for whom the power 
plant is named. 

Just prior to the 
breaking ceremonies, the 
Board of Trustees of the Co- 
operative had approved the a- 
warding of a contract for con- 
struction of the new plant 
building to the firm of Sullivan 
Long and Hagerty, of Birming- 
ham, on the basis of their low 
bid of $817,000. 

Some 12 other contracts for 
equipment for the plant have 
previously been let, and work 
is now under way on much of 
the equipment for the plant. 
The new unit of the plant, 
scheduled to. go on the line in 
the summer of 1959, will more 
than double the capacity of 
the plant, increasing it from 
15,000 to 37,500 Kilowatts. 

In welcoming visitors to the 
froundbreaking ceremony, co- 
operative President McWil- 
liams cited the expansion of 
the power plant which bears 
his name as a “most signafi- 
cant occasion, marking anoth- 
er great step forward in the 
progress of the Alabama Elerct- 
ric Cooperative, and in the 
continuine growth and devel- 
opment of the area it present- 
ly serves.”

NEW PLAN GIVES 
ASSISTANCE IN 
TREE PLANTING 


Montgomery,— Landowners 
interested in planting trees 
under the Soil Bank may ob- 
tain technical assistance on 
tree planting under a new pro- 
gram of forestry aid for soil 
bank work set up recéntly by 
the Department of Conservat- 
ion. . 

John M. McCullough, Forest 
Management Chief for the 
State Forestry Division, said 
that three practicab foresters 
With many years of experience 
in forestry will aid farmers in 
soil bank planting in their ar- 
eas. 

These include George Nun- 
nelee, Box 40, Troy, Alabama; 
Ted Spain, Box 174, Guniers- 
ville, and J. B. Gates, Fulton, 
Ala. Another forester to be as- 
signed in the near future can 
be reached at Tuscaloosa, Ala. 
Until that time, Soil Bank far- 
mers should contact’ their 
county forest rangers in the 
counties surrounding Tusca- 
loosa, McCullough said. 

These foresters offer aid 
with selecting proper sites for 
trees, proper Species to plant, 
spacing to use between trees, 
whether site preparation such 
as disking is necessary, whe- 
ther additional fire control 
measures are needed, advice on 
limitation of grazing on new 
plantings during the first few 
years, and they will help the 
landowner get in contact with 
tree planting contractors or 
obtain planting machinery and 


follow up next summer with 
checks of plantings for tree 
survival. 

The services described are

POOR BUSINESS 


New schemes for selling real 
estate by mail are growing, ac- 
cording to the editors of 
Changing Times, the Kipling- 
er Magazine, with the result 
that many thousands of peo 
ple who think they are buying 
a nice retirement spot wind up 
with a treeless and raw piece 
of land, often far from high- 
ways or towns. 

Ordinarily, anyone buying 
1eal estate near home konws 
what he is getting. Buying pro- 
perty hundreds of miles away 
and sight unseen through ad- 
vertisements and fancy bro- 
chures can be dangerous with- 
out thorough investigation, 

Do you know who the pro- 
moter is and what his perfor 
mance record is? Does the pri- 
ce mentioned cover a large e- 
nough lot for building purpo- 
ses or will you be required to 
buy more than one lot to com- 
ply with zoning requirements? 
How far is the property from 
highways, towns, schools, 
churches, etc? What is the va- 
lue of land in that area? Are 
there sanitary sewers, or must 
septic tanks be put in? Is the 
land dry or must it be drained? 
What about land taxes and lo- 
cal zoning restrictions? What 
are the full details on finanec- 
ing your lot? 

The answers to these quest- 
ions should tell you something 
about the development, 

Many times you may pay al- 
most as much for a lot in the 
development as you would for 
an entire acre in the area. And, 
although the ads show palm-

on water skis and a community 
house with golf course, all that 
may be there is what has al-

want, you should make a per- 
sonal visit to the lot and look 
at it, even if this involves tra- 
veling hundreds of miles.

program. Chief Dunaway stres- 
sed the necessity for increased 
caution and decreased speed 
after dark. 

“When driving at night a 
motorist can’t see an object 
until it comes with in range oj 
his headlights,” he said. ‘It’s 
obvious that, if he's driving at 
a speed that won’t permit him 
to stop within that distance, 
he'll hit the object. Reduced 
speed is a must for night driy- 
ing.” 

However, lowered speed is 
not the whole solution, he said. 
In order to see danger quickly 
and act immediately to avoid 
it, the driver must step up his 
alertness. 

Chief Dunaway pointed out 
that the walker is similarly 
handicapped at night. But the 
pedistrian has the advantage 
of being able to see a vehicle 
headligts long before its driver 
can see im, so he main respon- 
sibility for his safety rests 
with him.

PAYS $5,538 TO 
COFFEE COUNTY 

Andalusia The Alabama 
and Covington Electric Coop- 
eratives, both of which have 
their headquarters at Andal- 
usia, recently made property 
tax payments totaling’ $37,854.- 
01, in 16 South Alabama coun- 
ties. 

Property tax paid in Coffee 
for 1957 amounted to $5,538.46. 

The total 1957 tax bill of the 
two electric cooperatives was 
$73,400. 

This included a special hy- 
dro electric tax of $12,043.62 
paid by Alabama Electric Co- 
operative on the generation of 
electric power at its hydro 
plants at Gantt and River Falls 
in Covington County, and Elba 
in Coffee county. 

Since beginning operations 
in September of 1944, the two 
Andalusia cooperatives have 
paid almost three-quarters of 
a million dollars in taxes.
